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DETAILED ACTION 



Drawings 

1 , Figure 1 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .121(d)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

2. New corrected drawings are required in this application because allowable 
subject matter has been indicated. Applicant is advised to employ the services of a 
competent patent draftsperson outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark 
Office no longer prepares new drawings. The corrected drawings are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The requirement for 
corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

INFORMATION ON HOW TO EFFECT DRAWING CHANGES 
Replacement Drawing Sheets

4. Claims 1 -8 are allowed. 



Reasons for Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fails to render obvious the claimed method of increasing the 
ambiguity distance of an FSK radar, comprising the steps of sending out a waveform 
comprising patterns formed by at least four frequency plateaus, wherein the frequencies 
of the plateaus forming the patterns are alternately shifted by plus or minus a value 
relative to the frequencies of the plateaus of the preceding pattern. The prior art does 
show FSK signal transmission in a radar system. However the present invention, as 
claimed, including forming the patterns alternately shifted by plus or minus a value 
relative to the frequencies of the plateaus of the preceding pattern as functionally 
claimed, cannot be fairly rendered obvious by the prior art.
